Greater Facilities 
In Northern Michigan 


To provide greater facilities~ for 
long distance telephone call between 
points in the upper and lower penin- 
sulas, the Michigan Bell Telephone 
Company will add to its circuits be- 
tween Detroit and St. Ignace, and to 
its direct circuits between Detroit 
and Marquette, and Detroit and 
Sault Ste. Marie. 

The additional circuits will permit 
handling a greater volume of inter- 
peninsula messages and speeding the 
calls that route via Marquette, Sault 
Ste. Marie, or Detroit, according to 
Cc. L. Johnson, manager here for the 
company. 

The project will increase from 5 
to 6 the number of direct toll circuits 
between Detroit and Marquette and 
from 8 to 4 the number between De- 
troit and Sault Ste. Marie, provide 
additional intermediary circuits be- 
tween Detroit and St. Ignace, and St. 
Tgnace and Sault Ste. Marie, and re- 
lieve existing facilities via Grand 
Ranids, Petoskey, and upper penin- 
sula points. . 

The additional circuita will be pro- 
vided by the installation of new car- 
rier facilities at Bay City, repeaters 
at Petoskey, and carrier terminals at 
Marquette and Sault Ste. Marie. The 
carrier system, simply expressed, i8/. 
wired-radio. The high frequency 
waves of this system are directed by 
wire, rather than through the air as 
in radio, The repeaters are amplifiers 
used to strengthen the voica currents 
that weaken with distance as they 
travel over the wires, 

Long distance calls will go fom 
Detroit to Bay City over ordinary 
voice circuits. From there they will 
proceed over the carrier system, to; be 
installed at Bay City, via Petoskey, 
where amplifying facilities. will be 
provided. :

PLAN THAT WATER SYSTEM . 


Soon chicks, pigs, lambs, gardens 
and wives will need water. and the 
busy season is coming. Confidential- 


ily, a lot of farmers’ faces should turn 


red at the mention of farm water 
supply or when their city friends 
come ‘to see them, City folks pay a 
good price for running water, and 
they have no cows, horses.and chick- 
ens to use it, either. If you have elec- 
tricity, running water is one thing 
you can have as cheaply in the count- 
ry as in the town, and, gosh ding it, 
you need it. Thousands of farmers 
who will read. this could save them- 
selves weeks of time and labor, and 
miles of walking each year by taking 
a half day to install 100 feet of pipe. 
Think now. How about that hog lot 
or hen house or kitchen sink; or a 
drain from the kitchen sink or bath 
tub to avoid doing the “dip and car- 
ry”? A lot of farm pumps chant a 
song, and should wear a label. “My 
owner does not think! My owner does 
not think!” Listen for- it next, time 
you pump.or the wind mill moans. 
It’s the truth. Many have accepted 
the pump and the bucket for so ‘ong 
they have become Rip Van Winkies 
about the water supply, while the 
world has moved along. Frequently 
big improvements could be made with 
small cash expenditures and some 
rut freed thinking. 

And don’t look forward to retiring 
to the city to get the convenience 


for the investment in dams, reser- 
voirs, pumping and treatment plants, 
sewers .and sewage disposal plants

The city is now spending between 
$2,000 and $8,000 a year for WPA 
projects. This will be turned toward 
the $19,000 to the extent of $6,000. 
The City will spend an additional 


$1,500 a year. for two years making 


$3,000 more. Thé bond issue to be 
paid, wap 20 years will furnish the 
rest. 

The way the city finances are being 
handled this can be done. The city has 
no. general. indebtedness. (The water- 
works debt is taken care of from wa- 
ter receipts.) At the present time 
the city has about. $6,000 on hand in 
the general] fund, This means that we 
can get a $69,000 building for a bond 
issue of $10,000 which can be paid 
off during the next 20 years out of 
the general receipts without any in- 
crease of taxes. 

The bleachers will be stationary, as 
the government will not help to pay 
for anything that is moveable. The 
governmdnt appropriation does in- 
clude that the heating system and all 
the plumbing are to be looked after 
in the $69,000 estimate. 

The erection of the building will 
greatly improve the appearance 
our Main street, and will bring in 
many visitors to our city. 

The building’ will be a great boon 
to our WPA workers. Now many 
of them have at times to travel many 
miles to work. During the erection of 
the building these men will be able to 
walk to and from their work. 

The money the government. is to 
spend is going to be spent somewhere 
in the county. The building will mean 
that it will be spent in East Jordan 
and give us something of which we 
will be proud and that will be of real 
‘service to the community.

Italy Develops New Extensive National Highway System 


If all the national, provincial and 
communal roads in Italy and -in its 
empire were ie end to end they 
would circle around the world al- 
most five times, 

The highways in Italy, Ethiopia, 
Lybia and the various island pos- 
sessions total more than 110,000 


miles. All of this mileage rep- 
resents miodern, wide, surfaced 
roads. 


In Italy there are 105,000 miles of 
highways. Of this total 12,000 miles 
are national highways and the rest 
provincial and communal roads. 
There are 2,000 miles of completed 
roads in Ethiopia and another 1,000 
miles “will be ready for .use within.|- 
the hext 12 months. In Lybia there 
are approximately. 2,000 ‘milés of 
roads, 1,250 miles of which skirt the 
seafront, extending from the Tuni- 
sian to the Egyptian frontiers. 

Italy claims that its roads are the 
highest, the most beautiful and the 
most fascinating in Europe, The 
highest road climbs over the Stelvio 
into Switzerland...At. its: highest 
point it reaches an altitude of 9,050 
feet above sea level. The most 
beautiful, . according to Italian 
claims, is the winding, picturesque 
road in. the pastel-tinted Dolomites, 
The most fascinating is the Garde- 
sana, which runs along the west 
side of Lake Garda. It is a marvel

of engineering, as most of its length 
is carved out of solid stone moun- 
tains and long stretches run through |. 
galleries. 

Italy has eight superhighways 
(autostrades), reserved exclusively 
for high-speed motor traffic.’

Left 
without official representation were 
532. Americans living in Poland.

For two and one-half years Jap- 
anese troops fighting in north China
